attracted to the scene. 


The maniac died soon after his re- 


moval to the Delaware hospital.

- In all a score or more were wounded 
by the madman's bullets. 


Bethea boarded the train at Balti- 
more with a ticket for Xew York and 
took a seat in the Pullman ear Czarina 
in which there were 14 other passen- 
gers. 


He did not attract any attention un- 
til the train left Singerly. this state 
Then he and the porter. Williams, had 
an 
argument over something not 
known to the others In the car. 


Bethea was seen to draw a revolver 


from a pocket' and shoot the porter 
through the chest. 


The negro fell back into a seat near 


a window and remained there with- 
out moving. 


There the body remained in plain 


view during the" fusilade of bullets iu 
this city. 


Conductor JWellman heard the shot 


and started back to remonstrate with 
Bethea. 


As Wellman met him Bethea fired a 
second shot into the 'lecro's body. 


Then, without n word, he turned and 
shot the conductor. 


As Bethea fired. Wellman threw up 


his right arm to protect himself. The 
bullet struck his arm and continuiii" 
plowed through his body and lodsed in 
his heart. 


Before the passengers could inter- 


fere the murderer barricaded himseif 
in tbe toilet room of the Pullman car 
and threatened to kill the first person 
who appronc-hed. 


Meanwhile, the train reached Wil- 


mington. When it came into the st.i- 
tion a hurry call was sent to the po- 
lice. 


The police called upon Bethea to sur- 
render. 


As an answer he opened the door of 


the toilet room a short distance and 
opened fire at the police and crowd 
from his revolver. 


Whenever and wherever he 
conlfi 
see any portion of a man he fired. 


He was well provMed with ammuni- 


tion. The police soy he had at least 100 
rounds. 


Several hnnrtred shots were fired it 


the car, but none of tbe bullets seemed 
to have any effect on Bethea. who. at 
intervals, would emerge from his hid- 
ing place to get .1 better shot at a po- 
liceman or citizen who was gettirtg his 
range. 


When 
it was found that Bethea 


could not be dislodged by bullet*. 
-, 


fire company wa« summoned. 


With their engine the firemen en- 


trenched themselves behind express 
trucks, railroad ties and planks, and 
started to play a stream of water into 
Bethea'$ stronghold through one of the 
broken windows. 


The maniac nred a nnml>er of shots 


at the firemen, but they were not in- 
jured. 


Subsequently. Bethea. drenr-Iied with 


water, staggered to the platform, and 
tin* police onoe more called HIKMI him 
to surrender. 


His reply was several shots in quick 
order from his pistol.

'March 24.—The 
lava 


from Mount Etna, which is again in 
eruption, increased at an alarming 
rate today and is now threatening 
the towns of Borelkt, Bel passe and 
San Leo. 
Fresh craters have been 


opened, though the mam eruption is 
still from the crater at Yotta St. 
Glacomo between Castello and Atob- 
nelll. 
The inhabitants of the threatened 
towpb are frantically fleeing to 
places of safety and striving to save 
as much of their property as possi- 
ble. The prefect of Catania arrived 
on the scene today and took charge 
of the situation. Immense damagg 
has already been done to surround- 
ing farms. 


The authorities are experiencing 


the greatest difficulty in preventing 
tourists from approaching the napun- 
teda. They have warned visitors 
that there is the greatest danger of 
lanrn streams cutting off their return 
should they get too near the mount- 
The village of Rnnaral is also in dan- 
ger of being engulfed in the spread- 
ing lava streams. 
The eruption is accompanied by 
terrifying rumblings and frequent 
earth terrors. Thece *s now esti- 
mated to oe at least a dozen huge 
cracks la tbe mounlMn, from which 
•(reams of lava are pouring in 
great relume. The eruption is hour- 
ly becoming more violent. 
Stones 
end aKfhes ore being thrown from the 
nMcn crater to a great height and 
are falling on an area many miles in 
width. The air as filled with float- 
ing dust and a heavy and destructive 
coating *jf ashes has ccvered all veg- 
etation.

In a postscript the writer adds:
